Nothing is oftener heard than the 
woeful com plaint that there is no room 
for a new writer. 
The fact is that ed­ 
itors are always on the lookout for 
new writers. 
The public clamors fo r ! 
novelty. 
There is, of course, a web i 
come for men and women whose work 
has distinction and whose style is of a 
certain fine individuality, but it is a 
gala day in an editorial office when u 
new star looms up on 
the 
horizon. 
Equally in the publishing world there 
is joy when Hie new novelist brings 
the product of genius to the front. 
Editors ami publishers 
not 
infre­ 
quently make mistakes. 
As every one 
knows David Harum was sent from 
one publisher to another,

valid author, until one

was 
found who discovered its rare merits. 
I have personally known two instances 
in which liooks rejected by tile readers 
of one publishing house, were re o u t-1 
mended by those of another and tieing!

There is no rule. 
But about the aver­ 
age person, particularly when begin­ 
ning. it is generally true4 that easy 
writing makes difficult reading. 
W hen your story or your book is 
written, have it copied 
legibly 
in 
typewriting, if possible, and send it 
fully stamped and with stam ps added 
for the possible return of the manu­ 
script. to tho editor you have chosen. 
Write your name and address at the 
top of tile first, page. 
If you send a 
letter of explanation or introduction, 
let it go iii tho sam e inclosure and 
not separately. 
Ii is best to add noth­ 
ing to tho labor of tho editor. 
Do 
not expect an im m ediate reply. 
From 
14 to HI days is the briefest lim it in 
which the story of a volunteer can 
^usually 
be 
examined. 
Remember 
that your work must enter into com ­ 
petition with that of skilled writers 
who have earned a claim on public 
attention, and whose work is often 
engaged months before 
it 
appears. 
Do not resent the printed slip which 
tell* you that your manuscript is de­ 
clined with thanks, 
lf there is any­ 
thing in you and you persevere, you 
will one day receive not the printed 
slip, hut the welcomed check which 
will be an omen of your happy future. 
In many cases the aspiring author 
will win a measure of success earlier 
if she do not 
attempt 
im aginative 
work, but if, on the 
contrary, 
she 
writes clearly and lucidly about do­ 
mestic matters, housekeeping, fashion, 
house-furnishing or some other prac­ 
tical topic of interest to the ordinary 
reader. 
She must carefully select the 
medium to which she sends her work.

Rheims, France. 
The follow ing describes the methods 
o f performing laundry work in France, 
and points out th it American enter­ 
prise properly directed m ight intro­ 
duce refrigerators, washing m achines, 
and other modern articles that are 
used iii the United States; 
That a demand should be created in 
France for scores of articles of Ameri­ 
can inventive genius and m echanical 
skill is reasonable to suppose. 
For in­ 
stance. the com m on household refrig­ 
erator 
so 
universally 
used iii the 
United States is unknown in France. 
Only the very wealthy fam ilies eau 
afford the expensive refrigerators to 
be had. 
It is the sam e with water 
filters—the plain people do not use 
them . 
W ashing m achines and clothes 
wringer*, such as are in common use 
in the United States, are not known 
here. 
In fart, the condition* do not 
seem to be favorable for their intro­ 
duction. 
The fam ily wasli in France 
is done away from the home, at one 
of the lavoirs publiques provided in 
every town and city. 
One 
of 
these 
establishm ents 
is 
owned by the city of Rheims and there 
are others conducted by individuals. 
The lavoir municipal accom m odates 
about HOO washerwomen at one time, 
and the others from HO to fiO each. 
Each woman has a stall, which is rent­ 
ed, including water, at 
centim es, or 
I cent per hour. 
Here she lays the 
garm ents on a piece of wood, beats 
them with a club, the sam e as did the 
washerwom en of a century ago. 
In 
som e cases she may scrub the clothes 
with an ordinary scrub brush, using 
soap. 
Some of the municipal estab­ 
lishm ents have large m achines 
for 
washing and for drying, for which 
they charge the washerwomen a nom­ 
inal pric e by tIi** piece. 
They an* run 
by steam or electric power, but are 
in use only in the4 larger cities. 
A re-v­ 
olution in laundry methods must take4 
place before there can be a market in 
France for our washing m achines. 
Several bathing establishm ents in 
Rheims, and this is true of other 
French cities, have portable bath tubs. 
which are placed on two wlmel vehi­ 
cle* provided with a large iron boiler 
tilled with hot water. 
As orders for 
baths to be delivered at til* doors of 
the residences tire received the boilers 
are tilled with hot water and the bath- 
laden vehicles, each pulled by two 
men, start out for th© delivery. 
The 
bath tub is' lilied with the hot water 
and carried into tin* residence, and 
while the family hath is going on the 
vehicle may fill another order, return­ 
ing again for the tub. which is in reg­ 
ular com m ission as a visitor to the 
residences throughout the city. 
The 
price of a delivered-at-j oiir-residence 
bath in Rheim s is HU cents, while at 
Hit4 establishm ent it costs HO cents. 
Rheim s lias a public bath in connec­ 
tion with tin4 lavoirs publiques owned 
by the city, where the nominal charge 
of 4 cents is made for baths. There, is 
a section for people having m aladies, 
where sulphur baths are given at 6 
cents each. 
There is a separate sec­ 
tion of the sam e kind for women.

T R A N S - S IB E R IA N E X P R E S S . 


VTadivostok, Russia. 
Passenger service by the trans-Sibe­ 
rian route having been resumed, first 
by one w eekly express, and, since July 
ti, by a second, travelers can now 
make the journey from Vladivostok to 
Moscow In eleven days and a half with 
only one change of cars—at Irkutsk. 
The trains leave Vladivostok on Mon­ 
days and Fridays at 8;03 a. in., con­ 
necting with the weekly mail steam ers 
of the Russian East Asiatic company 
from Japan and China. 
The rates from Vladivostok, includ­ 
ing cost of berths, are as follow*: 
To 
Harbin, first-class, $22.21; second-class, 
$13.87. 
To Irkutsk, first-class, $70.37; 
second-class, $14.SS. 
To M oscow, first- 
class. $132.ad; second-class. $86.91. To 
St. Petersburg, first-class, $138.42; sec­ 
ond-class. $90.62. 
Only 54 pounds of baggage may be 
checked free of charge by either first 
or second-class passengers. 
For ex ­ 
cess baggage the charge is $1.38 per 9 
pounds to M osrov, and $1.42 to St. 
Petersburg. 
Very large pieces can be 
carried in the sleeping cars, provided 
they are iii the form of valises, etc.; 
and there are num erous racks iii the 
corridors and elsew here in which they 
can be kept out of the way. The bag­ 
gage of western-bound passengers is 
exam ined at the station “Manchuria." 
and that of eastbound passengers at 
Pogranichnaya, or, if desired, at Vlad­ 
ivostok. 
H itherto these exam inations 
have caused little inconvenience.

GERMAN MEAT FAMINE. 


GROWING POPULARITY OF 
BALLOONING WITH SOCIETY 


Clubs in England and France W hich are Finding Recreation 
in N ew Diversion. 


It is curious how often the old say­ 
ing com es true, that “History repeats 
itself;” and this is m ost forcibly shown 
in the return to popularity of balloon­ 
ing. 
In the eighteenth century we 
read a good deal of the delights of 
ballooning, both as a sport for men 
aDd women, and it has gone on ever 
since up to the last five years, when. 
on the formation of an English Aero 
club, the sport has been brought be­ 
fore public notice, and taken up by 
society in general. 
Som e years before 
the formation of an English Aero club. 
France boasted of one com posed of 
many hundreds of enthusiastic mem­ 
bers, a great number of whom own 
private balloons. 
Undoubtedly France offers more fa- i throwing 
cilities for ballooning, in that it is not j “ballast.” 
an island, and so there is more chance 
of making long journeys, as in the 
British Isles the wind is sure to take 
you in a very short space of tim e to 
the sea. w hile it is not alw ays strong 
enough to insure a safe descent on the 
other side. 
In spite of this one draw­ 
back. England is a delightful place 
to balloon in for those who are con­ 
tent with a journey of a few hours; 
but if a journey running into days is 
contem plated, then it is necessary to 
go over to France and make a start 
from 
then*, 
preferably from 
Paris, 
where every facility is offered to the 
aeronaut. 
The m ost astonishing part of bal- 


w’as 
absolute silence; 
it is either 
broken by the w histle of a locom otive 
or the bark of a dog. or maybe it is 
sim ply the breeze rustling the leaves 
of the trees. 
In the higher altitudes, 
however, the silence is com plete in­ 
deed, and is one of the most notice­ 
able things on a first balloon trip. 
It may not be generally known that 
if a balloon is left to itself it will com e 
down to earth of its own accord after 
a certain time, but it requires, of 
course, ail the skill of the experienced 
aeronaut to effect a safe descent. The 
art in descending without an undue 
“bump,” is to let out just the right 
quantity of gas and to check the fall 
of the balloon at the right mom ent by 
out 
sufficient 
quantity of 
Som etim es it is necessary 
to com e down very fast—should, for 
instance, the sea suddenly loom in the 
distance— but there is nothing more, 
unpleasant; so when any obstacle I*) 
sighted which n ecessitates descend­ 
ing, am ple tim e to com e down should 
be allowed, and thus insure a "soft” 
descent. 
Another form of aerial navigation is 
the kite. 
This is being largely used 
for army purposes, being more com ­ 
pact than a balloon and requiring no 
preparation beforehand. 
When it is 
too windy to send up a captive balloon, 
a kite is of e s p i a l service, as the 
greater the force of the wind the 
greater the lifting power of the kite. 
looning is the variety of tem perature j On a windy day at Aldershot one often 
one is likely to encounter. 
It m ay be 
snow ing on tho earth, and yet, when 
the clouds have been passed through, 
one finds brilliant sunshine and blue 
sky above, while, looking down, the 
clouds appear as a great ocean.

It is stated that Hit4 m osquitoes are 
strongly influenced in choosing their 
victim s by the color of their clothes. 
Iii 1841 Spence found that a loose 
fabric of white threads kept mosqui­ 
toes away much more effectively than 
one of black threads. 
July observed 
in Madagascar that m osquitoes prefer 
to alight on black soil rather than on 
white sandy soil, and rather on black 
shoes and clothes than on white. The 
natives of Madagascar even suspend 
pieces of black fabric from the ceil­ 
ings of their huts in order to attract 
the m osquitoes to it. 
Joly also found 
that light d ig s were torm ented less 
by mosquitoes than black ones, ne­ 
groes more than Europeans. 
Sim ilar 
observations were made in india. The 
Englishm en, Nuttal and Shipley, found 
that Anopheles m acullpennis preferred 
colors in this order: Dark blue, dark 
red, brown red, black, gray, olive gray, 
violet green, light gray, pearl gray, 
pale gray, azure 
blue, ochre 
color, 
white, yellow. 
The malaria expert, 
Galli-Valerio, director of the institute 
for experim ental hygiene and parasit­ 
ology at the University of Lausanne, 
Switzerland, confirms these facts in 
his "Manuel pour la bitte contr© les 
m oustiques,” just published, as a result 
of his own experim ents. 
He states
